SPIRITED DEBATE IN THE HOUSE 


AmeuUment to tiie Bond Bill Pro- 


viding- S1UO,UOO,000 For 


Coast Defense. 


WASHINGTON, January 27.—The bouao 


today after an interesting four-hoar de- 
bate adopted the reuolutiona paiaed

the reforms in Turkey guaranteed to the 
Christian Armenians and pledging the 
eupport of congress to the President in 
tbe most vigdroua action he might take 
for the protection and security of Amer- 
icans in Turkey. Tho house committee 
had prepared eotne resolutions on the 
eame subject, but it was deemed advis- 
able, after the senate resolution a reached 
the house today, to aubBtitute them for 
those prepared by tbo committee. 


Quigg of New York, who had charge 


•of the bill, made an able presentation of 
the case. Our duty waa one of human- 
ity and it wae a matter of profound 
grief, said he, that the American people 
were now forced to proteat to thoae who 
had given bonds for the good behavior 
of the Turk. It was not ueceeeary for 
UB, he said, to inquire into tho motives 
which actuated an 
European power 


which denounced the outrages in Tur- 
key with one baud and upheld the Sul- 
tan with the other. With the jealous 
Sea and political machinations of Europe 
we are not interested. 


But elnco European powera, iu the 


nameof government and humanity had 
pledged the Sultan and he had acknowl- 
edged tbe pledge, that liberty of con- 
science and freedom of worship should 
exist in every part of tbe Ottoman em- 
pire, we bad the right to summon thoae 
powera before the high court of good 
faith to explain why they rest idly and 
sublimely inactive while 10,000 Chris- 
tirn homes were destroyed, while ineii 
and women were murdered, women die- 
honored and children sold into bondage, 
because they refused to cry out that Ala- 
bomet wan the great prophet. 
lie characterized tbe Armenians as a 


noble and intelligent race, who bad for 
1000 years preserved their language and 
national characteristics and had resisted 
the efforts to Russian izo them. Mr. 
•Quiftg intimated the belief that the only 
responsibility lay with Great Britain, 
and said he wanted the European pow- 
era to know we were watching with hor- 
ror the hapieaa struggle of a people who 
had for centuries retained their religion, 
and who were suffering not for what 
they did, but for what they thought. 
Tho offense against them, he said, was 
an offense against Christian civiliza- 


not recognize aj a civilized govern 
a country which permits such outrage 
that such is unworthy to have a pla 
among the nations. [Applause.] 


Hitt, Republican of Illinois, chairma 


of tbe committee on foreign affair

SENATE. 


WA.SIIISIITOS, January 27.—Senators 


Frank J. Cameron and Arthur Brown, 
from tho state of Utah, took the oath of 
olJiuo in the senate today, the former 
drawing the term reading March :t,18S9, 
and the hitter tho term ending March it, 
1897. With tho exception of the con- 
tested Delaware caee, this establishes 
the political division of tho upper branch 
of congress until March -1, 1807, ae fol- 
lowo: Republicans, - I I ; Democrats, 39; 
Populists, li; total tii); nccceutiry for a 
majority -15. Should Mr. Dupont bo 
seated from Delaware, the Republican 
vote would be 45, but nt tlio uauio time 
the number necessary for a majority 
would be -10. 


Aside from this event tho session was 


given to further speeches on tho silver 
bond bill, two of the new members of 
the body, Mr. Nelson, Republican of 
Minnesota and Mr. Bacon, Democrat of 
Georgia, making speeches, the former 
n^aiuat the free coinage of silver and 
Mr, Bacon urging tho evils of a gold 
standard.

Mr. Lodge offered an amendment to 


the bond silver bill providing for a bond 
iesueof f 100,000,000, the proceeds to be 
used for coast defenses, as follows: 


• "Tbe secretary of the treasury ia 
hereby authorized and directed to issue 
bonds to a total amount of $100,000,- 
000, at such times and in such manner 
as may be required to carry out the pur- 
poses of this section ns hereinafter de- 
scribed. Said bonds shall be payable 
in coin twenty years from the date of 
their issue. They shall bo offered at 
par to tli" people of the United States 
in denominations ranging from $50 to 
$1000, nnd shall bear interest at the 
rate of 3 per cent per annum. 


"The subscriptions to the loan, or to 


such portion of is as may then be re- 
quired, shall be opened on July 1,189(1, 
and at such subsequent dates as tbe 
secretary of tho treasury may deter- 
mine, at nil Biib-treasuries of the United | 
States, and at nil national hanks, and 
tho subscribers shall have the right to 
pay for tho bonda in lawful money of 
the United States. The sum of $3,0^0, 
01)0 shall be annually set aside from the 
revenue fund of the government for a 
sinking- fund to pay the bonds issued 
under this act at maturity, and the 
$3,000,000 thus annually appropriated 
shall tuke precedence of all other ap- 
propriations, escept those for the sink- 
ing fund, now established by the law 
and for the payment of principal and 
interest on the public debt. 


"Tho bonda authorized by tliia act 


phall constitute a loan to be known &a 
tho 'Coast Defense Loan' nnd the pro- 
ceeda of said bonda eball ho kept in the 
treasury as a fund apart and shall be 
used only for providing for the defense 
of tho sett coasts and lakes of tho 
United States and for the manufncture 
of guna, the purchase of sites anil the 
erection of the forts and ImttcricR fnr 
that purpose, in accordance with plans 
prepared by the war tieimrtment sin 
authorized by lay now or hereafter 
passed by congress to provide for tins 
cotiqt defenpea," 


At 2 o'clock tho ITanslirough resolu-

o meet him. At Guano a local bam 
orined by Matino Oainae, a leading 
awyer and his two sons, joined the 
party which entered the town and liber- 
ated the military prisoners. 


Verona pasaeii through all the towns 


rom San Juan to Guano unmolested. 


Cainns, with part of his men re- 


mained at Guano. The remainder of 
he forces, by this time increase 1 to 300 
men, marched to Mantea, twenty-one 
iiiltjB distant, in the extreme west end 
f Pinar del Rio province. 
The in- 


urgents arrived at tho outskirts of the 
ity about midnight anil encamped. At 
aylight they entered tho place and 
athercd horses from the city and aur- 
ouuding country. 
From there they marched to the sea- 
iiore, where they found eighty Spanish 
oldters protecting the town and a iSpan- 
h gunboat off shore watching over the 
arrieon. There they demanded $1000 
•oin the town ollicials and got $600. 
At Paso Real the volunteers swelled 
le insurgent ranku, taking with them 
ieir arms.

Who May File Contests. 


SAN FUANCISCO, January 27.—The su 


preme court today decided a point n 
the election laws of interest to candi 
dates who may begin a contest for ai 
office hereafter. 
William II. Carlsoi 


made a contest in the fall of IS'J-l for tli 


isessorahip of Sun Diego county. John 


P. Hurt was elected assessor. Carlsoi 
filed a contest, but tho superior court o 
San Diego decided that it was Qled too 
late, and today the supreme court sus- 
tained that decision. 


The law says the written statement of 


contest must be liled within forty days 
after the "return of election." It was 
filed in this case on December 29, 1894. 
The election returns were produced be- 
'ore tbe board of supervisors oo Novein- 
jer C, 1894, when the court began, and 
.be official results were declared by tbe 
supervisors on November 19th. Tbe 
question hung upon the words "return 
lay," and the court, holds that the re- 
,urn day is the day not when the result 
s announced, but when the supervisors 
aave the official results produced before 
.hem—that is, the first Monday after 
election, so Carlson's contest waa filed 
thirteen days to late.

On 
any winter BOine congrefisman rises in 
hin place and introduces a bill making 
eucb gambling illegal, but the bill ia in- 
continently shelved, for the influence of 
millions of dollars and of great "respect- 
ability" is behind the gamblers. Oar 
gambling, like our thievery, becomes 
more "respectable" as the BUina involved 
increase in amount. 


Tins chances are that nothing will be 


done about this grave evil until the peo- 
ple BO insist in a way that will not be 
misunderstood, and tbe best way to 
make their desire known probably would 
be through political platforms. But be- 
fore parties can be expected to do any- 
thing in the matter citizens muat first be 
awaked to a realization of the wrong 
that IB done to them by the gamblera in 
food prices, and the people arouee very 
elowly to appreciation of the thing that 
ie not immediately beneath their eyee. 


THE Kentucky legislature doubtless

Sugar Bounty Cases. 


WASHIM;TIIV, January -7.—The gov- 


ernment today filed in the supreme 
court of the uiuted States tho papers in 
the two sugar bounty caaca of A. 11. 
Gray and tlie Really Company vs. the 
United Stales, the first involving a claim 
for about $8000 and the second for about 
J5000, appealed from the United States 
court of the Eastern Louisiana diEtrict. 
The decision in them will deti-rminc tlio 
policy of tho government in paying all 
claims under the sugar bounty act of the 
last 
congress. They
